It  may  now  be  queried,  “If  tlieelfectsof 
transgression  and  sin  are  expericncetl  bv 
the  most  virtuous  as  well  as  the  most  vi-, 
cious,  how  can  it  be  said  tluitthe  wicked 
are  chastened  for  their,  own  sins,  while 
the  righteous  are  exempt A  few  prop¬ 
ositions  will  set  this  matter  riglit.  1.  It 
is  true  one  sulferv  for  the  offence,  impru-j 
deuce  or  moral  evil  of  another,  but  be¬ 
fore  we  decide  whether  literally  he  is 
chastised  for  the  crimes  which  the  other 
has  perpetrated,  we  should  first  under¬ 
stand  the  system  of  God’s  moral  govern¬ 
ment.  An  incendiary  may  burn  the  dwel¬ 
ling  of  an  honest  citizen.  The  owner  of 
the  property  experiences  the  loss  and  re¬ 
alizes  the  evil  consequences  of  his  vil¬ 
lainy.  But  if  the  malefactor  be  appre¬ 
hended  and  is  punished,  he  shares  not  his; 
misery.  Man  is  considered  a  moral  a-! 
gent,  and  as  such  God  has  given  him  a 
moral  law;  which  is  perfect  in  proportion 
toman’s  knowledge  of  good  &  evil  ;  and 
is  given  him  as  a  governing  jirinciple,  a 
rule  of  rectitude  to  serve  as  a  Monitor, 
Guide  or  Director.  2.  Thislaw  is  basecl 
upon  the  immutable  principles  of  justice, 
benevolence  and  mercy,  and  requires  all 
men  to  love  God  to  the  extent  of  their 
ability,  and  their  neighbor  as  themselves. 
3.  This  law  being  a  moral  law,  and  en¬ 
joined  on  the  heart,  requires  the  exercise 
of  some  holy  principle  of  the  mind.  As 
the  body  when  divested  of  that  intelligent 
living  being  which  inhabits  it,  is  but  an 
inanimate  clod,  and  when  animated  is 
moved  to  action  by  the  will  of  the  mind, 
it  follows  that  the  mind  and  not  the  hod\

II  until  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain.” 

Under  these  imposing  pretences,  the  less  in¬ 
formed  are  prevailed  upon  to  give  their  names. 
“It  was  a  case  of  necessity”  say  they,*  'the  late 
war  required  that  the  mail  should  be  transport¬ 
ed  on  all  days  of  the  week,  which  before  was 
suspended  on  Sunday.  But  now,  in  a  time  of 
peace,  it  is  not  necessary— wc  wish  the  law  that 
required  its  transportation  on  that  day,  in  the 
time  of  war  repealed.  We  wish  Iegi8lature,there- 
fore,  to  grant  our  petitions;  and  for  the  further¬ 
ance  of  the  object,  we  solicit  your  names  to  be 
presented  to  Congress  for  its  accomplishment.” 

Viewing  the  measures  as  calculated  to  mis¬ 
lead  many  of  our  honest  citizens,  as  well  as 
render,(by  the  number  of  namesja  wrong  repre- 
mentation  in  the  halls  of  Congress.  The  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  town  of  Elbridge  have  thought  it 
expedient,  nay,  their  incumbent  duty,  to  assem¬ 
ble  at  some  public  place  and  enter  their  solemn 
protest  against  all  such  under  handed  raanceu- 
verings. 

Accordingly,  a  public  notice  was  previously 
given,  signed  by  a  number  of  respectable  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  town.  The  meeting  was  attend¬ 
ed  according  to  appointment,  last  evening,  in 
this  village.  The  house  was  filled  to  overflow¬ 
ing.  There  appeared  to  be  but  one  sentiment 
on  the  occasion.  After  reading  Johnson’s  re¬ 
port — a  preamble  expressive  of  the  object  of 
the  meeting — and  after  hearing  one  good  ad¬ 
dress,  several  spirited  resolutions  were  present¬ 
ed,  read,  accepted,  and  adopted,  without  a  dis¬ 
senting  voice.  The  resolutions  were  acted  up¬ 
on  one  by  one.  Those  in  favor  of  adopting  the 
several  resolutions  were  required  to  manifest  it 
by  saying  aye,  when  aye,  like  a  clap  of  thunder 
echoed  from  every  mouth !  Those  opposed, 
were  required  to  say  no:  when  all  was  hush  and 
silent  as  the  house  of  death  I  There  were  oth¬ 
er  proceedings,  all  which  were  favorable  to  the 
cause  of  civil  and  religious  liberty.  A  vole 
was  then  taken  and  carried,  that  the  proceed¬ 
ings  be  published  in  all  the  papers  in  the  coun¬ 
ty.  That’s  the  way,  Mr.  Editor,  we  do  in  this ' 


quarter.  The  transportation  of  the  mail  we 
believe  of  too  much  importance  to  be  delayed, 
merely  to  please  an  intolerant  priesthood.  We 
would  not  avow  ourselves  inimical  to  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  the  Christian  Sabbath  ;  for  there  were 
many  at  that  meeting  who  regard  that  day  with 
peculiar  interest.  And  then  again  there  are  oth¬ 
ers  who  do  nut  think  that  man  was  made  for 
the  Sabbath,  but  that  the  Sabbath  was  made 
for  man.  We  believe  that  “it  is  lawful  to  do 
good  even  on  the  Sabbath  day.”  We  believe 
there  are  good  people  in  the  United  States  who 
ought  not  to  be  judged  criminal,  or  called  infi¬ 
dels  because  they  consider  all  days  alike  holy. 
Wo  are  aware,  and  we  know  that  Congress  is 
not  ignorant  of  the  fact,  that  they  cannot  con¬ 
sistently  legislate  upon  matters  of  religious  dis¬ 
putation.  Whether  man  is  required  to  observe 
one  day  above  another,  rests  not  with  the  na¬ 
tional  legislature  to  determine.  They  can  no 
more  pass  laws,  and  impose  fines,  for  the  non- 
observance  of  "new  moons”  or  “Sabbath  days” 
than  they  can  for  non-compliance  with  faith  & 
repentance. 

It  is  not  their  province  to  determine  what  are 
,the  laws  of  God;  what  days  are  holy,  and  what 
days  unholy.  No;  these  matters  are  left  to  the 
dictates  of  every  man’s  own  conscience. 

But  should  these  petitioners  be  grantvd  their 
request  this  year,  is  it  probable  they  would 
then  cease  their  petitions  7  No,  never;  and 
we  repeat,  with  the  legislative  committee  of 
last  year,  that  we  cannot  discover  where  the 
system  could  consistently  end.  If  the  observ¬ 
ance  of  a  holy  day  becomes  incorporated  in  our 
institutions,  shall  they  not  forbid  the  move¬ 
ment  of  an  army— prohibit  an  assault  in  time  of 
war.-and  lay  an  injunction  on  our  naval  officers 
to  lie  in  the  wind,  while  upon  the  ocean  on  that 
day?  Consistency  would  seem  to  require  it.-— 
Nor  is  it  certain  that  they  should  stop  here. 

I  If  the  principle  is  once  established,  that  religi¬ 
on.  Or  religious  observances,  shall  be  interwo- 
jven  with  our  legislative  acts,  they  must  pursue 
jit  to  its  ultimatum.  “Let  the  National  Lcgisla- 
,tureonce  perform  an  act  which  involved  the  de¬ 
cision  of  a  religious  controversy,  and  it  will 
^havo  passed  its  legitimate  bounds,”&c.  &c.  &c. 
But  enough  has  been  said.  We  expect  these 
petitioners  will  be  mad  again  and  spit  out  their 
vcjigcance,  because  Congress  tvill  not  grant 
:  their  petitions,  and  pave  their  way  for  a  union 
of  church  and  state,  or  rather  for  the  usurpation 
I  of  the  church  over  the  state,  as  well  as  over  all 
;  religions.  But  they  may  think  themselves  well 
off  this  year,  (considering  the  ingratitude  they 
manifested  Ia8t,)if  their  petitions  are  not  thrown 
under  the  table  without  a  hearing.  A  C.

From  the  “Minutes  of  the  1 1th  session  of  the 
Genesee  Baptist  Association,  held  at  Warsaw,  on 
the  1st  and  2d  days  of  October,  1829,  containing 
their  Circular  and  Corresponding  Letters,  Consti¬ 
tution  and  Rules  of  Dcconim,”  &c.  we  make  the 
follow'ing  extract.  It  is  a  precious  morceau ;  and 
we  commend  it  to  the  careful  perusal  of  our  road* 
ers.  ’  If  all  Calvinists  would  be  equally  plain  and 
honest  in  avowing  and  publishing  on  all  occa¬ 
sions,  their  real  sentiments,  these  absurd  and  het¬ 
erogeneous  dogmas  we  are  fully  persuaded  would 
no  longer  bo  popular  in  the  Christian  world — they 
would  never  more  be  embraced  by  any  rational 
mind,  and  the  dying  requiem  of  partial  and  cruel 
Calvinism,  would  be  sung  tliroughout  Christen¬ 
dom.  Tliis  first  extract  is  from  the  Constitution. 

“Article  1.  This  association  shall  be  called 
the  Genesee  Baptist  Association,  and  compo¬ 
sed  of  such  Churches  otdy  as  embrace  the  follow¬ 
ing  doctrine: — The  being  and  unity  of  God;  the 
existence  of  three  equal  persons  in  the  God-head ;

that  sacred  volume  which  declares  "  peace  to  him 
that  is  afar  ofl^  and  to  him  that  is  near,”  which 
brings  to  light  life  and  immortality  beyond  the 
confines  of  the  tomb,  awakes  our  souls  to  grati¬ 
tude,  warms  our  hearts  with  love  to  Go<l  and  our 
kindred,  and  creates  a  joy  which  error  never  im¬ 
parts — inspires  a  happiness  w’hich  falsehood  can¬ 
not  claim,  by  establishing  our  faith  in  the  glorious 
and  immortal  truth,  that  death,  the  last  enemy 
of  man,  “  .shall  be  swallower!  up”  in  the  victory 
of  the  Lamb,  and  “  tears  wiped  from  ofT all  faces” 
by  the  soft  hand  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.  YVith 
this,  the  best  of  heaven’s  gifts,  wc  arc  enabled  to 
“  fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  against  principali¬ 
ties,  against  powers,  against  spiritual  wickedness 


in  high  places,”  against  those  “  who  bring  in  dam¬ 
nable  heresies”  and  “  outwardly  appear  nghteous 
unto  men,  but  within  are  full  of  hyp^risy  and  ini¬ 
quity.”  Matthew,  xxiii.  2S. 

I  have  recently  held  a  public  debate  with  a 
Methodist  clergyman,  (Mr.  McLeland,)  on  tbo 
subject  of  endless  misery  and  a  general  judgment  m 
a  future  state  tf  existence.  A  large  concoarso  of 
people  attended,  and  many  listened  with  apparent 
attention ;  others  “gnashed  their  teeth,”  (though 
members  of  Orthodox  churches,)  and  uttered  lan¬ 
guage  ill  becoming  the  disciples  of  the  meek  and 
lowly  Jesus,  or  that  faith  which  is  founded  on  a 
Rock.  As  my  opponent’s  age  niunbered  twi<» 
that  of  mine,  I  requested  him  to  open  the  meeting 
by  prayer,  which  he  wholly  refused  to  do ;  wish¬ 
ing,  no  doubt,  to  silence  the  controversy  by  this 
means.  But  he  was  disappointc  J.  After  prayer, 

I  requested  him  to  substantiate  his  declaration ; 
but  this  he  also  refused  to  do,  allcdging  that  it  be¬ 
longed  to  me  to  prove  a  negatne.  I  tmn  inform- 
ed  the  audience  that  the  course  pursued  by  my 
opponent  was  adopted,  no  doubt,  from  the  con¬ 
viction  of  his  inability  to  maintain,  from  reason  or 
'  scripture,  the  doctrines  now  in  question ;  and  that 
pnidcncc  required  him  to  pursue  this  course,  as 
'  silence  was  more  safe  for  error  than  investigation 
I — that  these  important  doctrines  should  be  prosed 
before  man  could  be  required  to  believe  them— 
that  the  only  course  remaining  for  me  to  pursue, 
was  to  prove  "  the  restitution  of  all  things,”  and 
thus  put  an  end  to  the  cavils  of  the  sceptical.  As 
I  proceeded,  he  internipteil  me  by  telling  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  I  had  "  departed  from  my  agreement,  by 
commenting  on  the  texts  adduced,  and  that  this 
was  foreign  from  the  plan  of  debate.”  I  replied 
that  I  had  made  no  such  engagement,  but  was 
‘acting  in  accordance  to  his  proposal  of  debating; 

^  and  if  it  were  necessary,  there  were  those  present 
'  who  would  testify  to  what  I  had  stated.  He  then 
sat  down — I  occupied,  perhaps,  half  an  boor.  My 
opponent  made  a  few  remarks,  accu.«ing  me  oS 
wishing"  to  hold  up  my  building  with  both  hands,” 
which  he  said  was  good  evidence  that  it  was  on 
I  a  "  sandy  foundation.”  From  a  paper  he  held  in 
•  his  hand  he  referred  the  congregation  to  twenty 
or  thirty  texts  of  scripture,  in  order  to  prove  ewrf- 
less  misery,  and  its  concomitants ;  to  each  of 
which  I  replictl  separately.  As  his  further  reply 
was  wholly  irrelevant,  further  discussion  was  un¬ 
necessary.  I  know  not  what  effect  the  debato 
had  on  the  assembly ;  but  1  have  reason  to  bc- 
I  lievc  the  I.ord  is  doing  a  good  work  here.  Many 
appear  to  be  pricked  in  their  hearts,  as  they  are 
I  anxiously  inquiring  to  know  what  is  truth,  and 
what  is  the  pleasure  of  Him  “  who  will  have  all 
men  to  be  saved  and  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
'  the  truth.”  There  are  many  Univcrsalists  in  this 
.  county  ;  and  it  is  believed,  in  this  town,  as  well 
.as  Lockport  and  Lewiston,  there  are  enough  to 
form  respectable  societies.  Some  one  should  go 
forward  in  the  work  and  it  would  be  done.  A 
good  faithful  preacher  of  our  order  is  much  nccd- 
ed,onc  who  will  arouse  the  sleeping  energy  &  awa¬ 
ken  the  attention  ofthc  friends  of  Univerwism  to 
a  sense  of  their  duty  to  God  and  humanity,  by 
consulting  the  most  effectual  method  for  bringing 
those  who  arc  yet  in  nature’s  darkness  into  the 
glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  light.  It  should 
be  remembenid  by  all  Univcrsalists,  that  union 
I  gives  strength — that  we  should  possess  that  lovo 
'  for  our  fellow  men  which  the  gospel  requires,  and 
that  as  we  arc  happy  in  the  belief  of  the  truth  as 
it  i.s  in  Jesus,  so  wc  should  be  active  to  extend  the 
bread  of  life  to  those  who  feed  on  husks :  for  in 
so  doing,  we  have  our  reward.  VVe  should  often 
think  of  the  miseries  others  suffer  by  their  blind 
adherence  to  those  doctrines  which  have  deluged 
the  earth  in  blood,  deprived  man  of  his  reason, 
and  filled  the  world  with  misery  and  wTrctched- 
ncss.
